"THE  COMING  DEATH  OF  CARYL  CHESSMAN" 

Many  of  you  remember,  perhaps,  this  award-winning  program  produced  by 
Gene  Marine  in  1960,  a  few  months  before  Caryl  Chessman  was  executed  at  San 
Quentin.  Gene  was  program  director  at  KPFK  at  the  time.  The  research  and  hun- 
dreds of  man-hours  which  he  invested  in  the  program  qualified  him  as  a  leading 
authority  on  this  cause  celebre,  and  won  him  the  respected  Sigma  Delta  Chi  award 
for  journalistic  achievement.  We  will  rebroadcast  the  program  at  9  p.m.  Monday, 
May  6,  prompted  by  the  fact  that  the  three-year  anniversary  of  Chessman's  death 
is  May  2.  Please  note  also  another  program — on  crime  and  punishment — at  7:15 
the  same  evening,  Steve  Allen's  "Meeting  of  the  Minds."  This  is  the  program  pro- 
duced by  Mr.  Allen  for  television  use  at  the  height  of  the  Chessman  case.  It  was 
rejected,  and  Mr.  Allen  and  the  actors  produced  it  for  Pacifica  Radio.
